tobacco after it reaches Manila from the 
plantations. Of these laborers Arthur T. 
Marvin, writing in Tbe Overland Month- 
ly, says:

that indefinite period that follows 20 years. 
The chatting and bustling of 4,000 or 
5,000 women ought to be enough to set 
any man crazy, yet the superintendent of 
tho manufactories is a hale, hearty and 
sensible fellow. 
The noise made by han- 


dling the tobacco is distracting enough, 
but when aided and abetted by 5,000 fe- 
male tongues the result cannot be imag- 
ined or described. 


After tho labors of the day are over the 


employees take their departure from the 
factory in droves. A portion of them pro- 
ceed to that portion of the bay set apart 
for bathing, where they plunge in and en- 
oy themselves. While the natives are any- 
thing but cleanly people, they certainly 
bntho as frequently as any with whom I 
am acquainted. I fear that while they are 
:ond of water they have a horror of soap. 


Every evening between sundown and 


dark or by moonlight thousands of the 
nimbler folk come down to tho bench to 
jatho and sport in the surf. Here men 
and women, old and young, married and 
single, with no more clothes on than when 
they came into the world, can be seen 
shouting and laughing, jumping and 
plunging, swimming and diving and hav- 
ing a jolly good time.

impression from it. After this roll 
chilled another impression is taken upon 
another steel plate, and after this latter 
has been hardened it i& ready for use. 


The geometric lathe which makes the 


borders is so complete and wonderful a 
piece of mechanism as to seem almost 
alive. The graceful lines for the borders, 
backs and other conventional designs seen 
on the notes are made by this machine, if 
indeed it may be called one. After a cal- 
culation the machinery is set in motion 
by steam power, the tiny diamond and 
steel points begin their work, and the re- 
sult; of this mathematical calculation 
shows on tho small section of steel an in- 
tricate Iwrder of the undulating, circular 
lines, with their strange effect of light and 
shade. This lathe work is one of tlie 
surest guards against counterfeiting, for- 
each bic of work represents an abstruse 
problem. 


In the engraving room are two large 


vaults, in which are kept all' the plates, 
rolls and other implements, the position of 
head of the department being a very im- 
portant arid trustworthy one, as it is one 
of the few offices where great confidence j 
is placed in the honesty of one man. 
j 


Tho paper for all the issues is manufac- 


tured at Dalton, Mass., under the super- 
vision of government officials, and that 
used for the bank notes, silver certificates, 
etc., is pent cut in sheets large enough to 
contain four notes. 
In appearance it is 


like any other very heavy linen paper, ex- 
cept that it has two perpendicular lines of 
short, uneven silk threads 
running 


through it. 


Ou being received it is taken with Tht 


blue and white papers for the internal 
revenue and postage stamps (both water 
marked) to the "wotting department," as 
it is railed, where it is counted aud re 
counted, and a receipt given for it. 
Then 


it is put between wet, cloths and pressed, 
being shifted about every six hours to in- 
sure each sheet an equal amount of mois 
ture. This process lasts about three days 
then, after another counting, it is dulhev- 
ed to the printer, who must give a receipt 
lor the sheets given him. At the end of 
the day he i-etums another check, stiitii-g 
the quantity received, the number of rjoics, 
he has printed and tlie blank or spoiled 
sheets to be returned. 


The printing room is a scene of great 


activity, with its many pivsses and work 
ers. Here the paper is again moistened by 
applying it to a i\ct board, then it is laid 
on a steel plate that has been carefully 
prepared with the ink, which also is made 
on the premises. There are. two worker.^ 
at each press, usually a man and a woman 
The man tills the plate with ink from ;• 
roller, then wipes it off and finally, after 
dusting bis hands with chalk, be gives it 
a last polishing. Then, after wetting the 
paper, the •woman lays it on the plate 
the press i-, applied, and behold the 
clear, clean back of the notes, which must 
be carefully examined before they leave 
the printer's hands. 
This process is re- 


peated each time. The press is a self reg- 
istering one, and tho employees aro al- 
lowed to spoil n certain percentage of thru- 
work, but if they exceed it their labor b 
deducted. 


Then the notes arc sent down stairs, and 


for 13 hours are subject to great heat in 
an airtight room. 
In the room adjoining 


they aro again examined, assorted and 
sent back to receive their "face value' 
from the plates prepared, slJJBdug the de- 
nomination and tho facsimilcPM the sig 
natures of the proper officers. 


Then comes tho "wet count," as it, is 


called, and after being dried tho notes are 
put in a solution of bizing, which gives n 
greater durability to the paper. After this 
short process they are again sent to the 
numbering room, where tho edges are 
trimmed, and the imrnber is p\it on by a 
machine whoso every revolution auto- 
matically throws the figures one digit 
higher. In this room they aro given Hie ' 
last count and arc. then sent to the tvea.s 
ury department, ivhere the red seal of t he 
United States treasury is affixed aud the i 
single sheet cut into four notes. 
, 


Near this room is a great, vault with a I 


double time lock, where all the, work, no 
matter what its stage of development, is ] 
sent for the night. It must all be in and ' 
nil the accounts must balance or no one. is 
allowed to leave the building. Tho supply- 
in this vault is always a Httlo 5n aitvanee ' 
of tbo demand of tho treasury, and once 
in there Is no getting it. out, except on the 
; 


requisition of tho chief of tho division ! 
Ono man is never allowed alone in the ' 
vault. There must always be two or more ' 
In at the same time.—Philadelphia Times i

through tho thin jungle I saw tin immense 
crocodile sleeping on tho banlc entirely 
out of the vrivter with his head toward the 
river. I v^is about SO yards from him, 
and, fearing he would disappear in the 
river, I let drive at him behind the shoul- 
der with my Xo. 1-t smoothboro "Samuel 
Xock" mufcilo loader. To my surprise, 
tho crocodile wriggled forward a pace or 
two into tho water and stopped dead. 


The mahouts and their assistants jumped 


off their elephants, tied a rope round his 
waisc and with difficulty dragged him 
out. They then sot to work to get his gall 
bladder. When out open, the stench was 
overpowering, and a man, putting his 
hands into tho cavity, took out two entire 
human' skulls covered with a green de- 
posit of bile, I suppose. Thcso were prob- 
ably tho remains i:C carcasses he had de- 
voured. I tool: off his head and carried it 
away, leaving his body to be devoured by 
tbo tigers and vultures. This crocodile 
measured 17 feet in length. 
The stench 


from his stomach was so horrible that a 
further search for liisgall bladder could 
not be made. 


In tbo coScl season these crocodiles, as 


well as tho ghuvri;\l=, or gavials, nro ex- 
tremely fond of basking in the sun, and 
they may be seen stretched out for hours 
on tho banks of the rivers enjoying a 
sound sleep.' It i« then' that crocodile 
shooting can bo had in perfection. 
There 


is a, small rlvev on tiio eastern boundary 
of the. district, of Tirhoot called thoTil- 
jooga, which literally swarms with tho^e. 
monsters, and I onco spent n fow weeks 
with a friend in a regular crusade against 
I horn. 
Tho river is a narrrow, winding 


one, running betwc.:n high and precipi- 
tous banks. At every ,"0 or (30 paces a 
crocodile, or sometimes throe or four of 
them, might bo KUOU lying fast ahlecp at 
tho foot ol! the bank in tho sun. Our plan 
was to creep cautiously to tho edge of the 
overhanging bank, being guided to t,hc 
spot by a man> on tho opposite shoro. On 
getting above the crocodiles we gave them 
a pluiigingfire from heavy rifles, and gen- 
erally succeeded in killing or wounding onn 
or two, but seldom succeeded in bagging 
one, as they almost invariably managed, 
even though mortally wounded, to throw 
themselves into tho water. Thisresulteon- 
vinced me that a crocodile is almost in vul- 
nerable on the head or back or tbo upper 
p.irt of the body generally: 


When ono is captured, the fihhormen 


generally cut him up and took away select, 
parts for homo consumption, and you m.iy 
lie, sure the gall bladder was secured and 
carried away a*< a prizo. In Kpite of tho 
.strongmiihUyod'ir of tho crocodile and bis 
general repnlKivwu-Hs as nu article of dint,, 
ho i.s eaton by tho flshurmen caste, who 
also oat, the largo river turtle, which is an 
equally foul feeder. 


Crocodiles are very prolific. 
Young 


one* of all sixes abound 111 the, river, and 
those from tho first display the demoniac 
ferocity of thoir species. Thn eggs are laid 
on a ledge of tho bank, and sometimes 
about 30 or 40 yards from the water, and 
are covered with sand. 
Tho female is al- 


ways close by and rushes nt any animal 
that comes near thorn. Who even drives <>IT 
crows or dogs that approach the spot. In 
spit-e of her \igilanco u large majority of 
tlie cggH and young are dcstroyed\ in one 
way or another. 
Itniiiiuliutely the young 


aro batched they plunge Into (ho stream, 
rind largo numbi-M nro no doubt, ontvu by 
llshes and other animals.—Contemporary 
Review.

COASTING IN THE TROPICS. 


The Sport Confined to the Summer In Ha- 


waii—Snow Not STeeeiwry. 


Although Hawaii lies within the torrid 


zone, coasting can be enjoyed In any 
month of the year. On the island of Ha- 
waii it would be possible to slide over 
miles of snowflelds, if one should take the 
trouble to climb the steep mountain 
slopes, for >kunm Kea never loses its suow- 
oap even in the hottest summers. 


But the Hawaii an s have never cared for 


snow for coasting. It is entirely too cold 
for them. They coast only in warm weath- 
er. The warmer the season the better the 
sport, for they slide down hill on dry 
grass or, in default of that, on a narrow 
track constructed with slabs of smooth 
lava. These coasting tracks are now to bo 
found by Imndreds on the hills and are a 
sure sign that nearby is the site of some 
Hawaiian village. 


The sled is a vehicle that calls for skill 


on the part of the rider. It is made of 
hard timber, for it has to stolid very rough 
usage, and its runners require dense stuff 
to take the polish without which there 
could be no speed. A sled is all the way 
from 7 to 20 feet long, the two runners 
separated by no more than a handbreadth, 
a hand rail on each side. With a sled of 
that narrowness it would be impossible to 
sit down and shove oneself along until 
caught by the velocity of descent. The 
only \vay is to pick up the long sled, take 
a speed gathering run and fling "the body 
and sled together down the hill. Done 
just right there is a whizzing, breathless 
ride down the hill and ofrer the level val- 
ley lands. Done just tha least little wrong 
there is no slide, but a tearing up of dried 
grass and perhaps n broken bone or so 
and the onlookers' shout of derision. This 
is all in the way of sport, and in that pur- 
suit even a Hawaiian is willing to make 
some sacrifices.—New York Sun,
